Marvelous Family Ties Exists Among 
the Little Honey Makers. 

“It is as certain as anythin# can 6 ® 
that at one time the bee was simply 

male and female. The Irresponsible 
male buzzed about getting his own 
living, marrying and dying. The re¬ 
sponsible female not only got her 
own living, hut that of her children. 
Somehow! they came to see the ad¬ 
vantage of communal effort, and, 3 Ust 
as women say now: “If you’ll wash 
the dishes; I’ll wipe ’em,’ one female 
bee said to the others; “I’ll he die I 
mother if you’ll get the living.’ It 
was a bargain, and they took the 
drones to hoard. Somebody had to 
look out for them. The queen of a 
bee hive does not rule; she lays eggs, 

She does not mind the babies. She 
does not even do her own digesting, 
letting alone getting the food. The 
attendants that surround her are not 
continually bowing and scraping and 
saying: ‘Tour Majesty;’ they are 
feeding her with 'bee-milk, secreted 
by glands in their heads. It is like 
the chyle poured into our blood, food 
so perfect that the queen does not 
need to leave the hive from time to 
time to keep it clean and sweet. She 
has to be fed continually, tor at cer¬ 
tain periods she has the power of pro¬ 
ducing from 2,000 to 3,000 eggs a day, 
twice her own weight four times, 
indeed, for more than half her weight 
■ is eggs. In her lifetime a vez’y pro¬ 
lific queen will lay 1,500,000 eggs. 
Put each of these little grains, one- 
fourteenth of an inch long, end to 
end, and they will make a line of a 
mile and three-quarters.

Smoke in Handling Bees. 

In passing from apiary to aplar-y), 
lboklng for foul brood, 1 am surprised 
to see how differently men use, or 
misuse sinolce, When handling bees. 
Some men even ask' me if I ever 
“smoke in the entrances?” says a 
writer in Bee Keepers' Review. As a 
ruie, such men Will jar the hives in 
taking off the covet, then pry or puli 
off the- super with a snap, About this 
time the bees, angry bees, begin 
pouring out at the entrance, and from 
the top of the hive, and then the bee¬ 
keeper begins to use the smoker; but 
the bees are mad, now, and no 
amount of smoke will pacify them. 

The most important place to use 
smoke, IS at the entrance, and it 
should be used there as the first step 
in opening a hive. Subdue the bees 
first, then all of the jarring will only 
make their subjection the more com¬ 
plete. So many times has some man 
cautioned me about attempting to ex¬ 
amine some colony, saying the bees 
were perfect tigers, and that I would 
he stung ten-ibiy. 1 always say: 
“Give me the stnouer,” X give them a 
good, thorough smoking before at¬ 
tempting to open the hive, I then 
open, the hive carefully, using a little 
smoke If there Is any sign of ob- 
streperousness. 

As a rule 1 pass the ordeal without 
a stmg, while the owner looks on

FEED FOR WORKING HORSES. 

Oats the Ideal Grain Food With Corn 
in Moderation. 

We should always remember that 
pats form the ideal grain food.for. the 
horse, writes Prof. W. A. Henry op 
:the Wisconsin College of Agriculture. 
The: -kernel proper contains a large' 
amount of nutriment. The hulls sur¬ 
rounding the grain give the material 
bulk, tending thereby to prevent 
overfeeding, and at the same time 
rer.Jering the food light and easy of 
digestion by the fluids of the stomach. 
Wheie horses are hard worked one 
she aid depart from the oat ration 
with caution, and learn by experience 
what can he accomplished. The farm¬ 
er might well try bran and gluten 
feed as partial substitutes for oats. 
Remember that bran is light and par¬ 
tially inert, so that it may take the 
place of a small portion of the hay 
formerly consumed. On the other 
hand, it furnishes to the horse prob¬ 
ably three-fifths or three-fourths as 
much nutriment as the same weight 
of oats. In using gluten feed remem¬ 
ber that it is considerably higher in 
protein than oats and almost or quite 
as rich as the carbohydrates. In the 
trial reduce the oat allowance one- 
third and substitute a mixture of bran 
and gluten feed equal parts by weight. 

Remember, too, that corn can a&« 
ways be fed to horses, with- satisfac¬ 
tion. There is a limit; however, 'to< 
its. use, and in such cases as these the-- 
supply should not be large: For- one: 
feed each day allow a couple of 
pounds of corn is substituted for the 
same of oats. Remember that corn 
causes horses to sweat if fed in large 
quantities. It is a better winter than 
summer food. Com is a strong, hearty 
food and is much appreciated hy hard 
worked horses, because it does fur¬ 
nish so much energy. In the south¬ 
ern part of the corn belt horses live 
almost wholly upon corn. Farther 
north where oats are the main crop 
they subsist almost entirely on the 
latter grain. A combination of - the 
two usually will prove more economi¬ 
cal and better than to feed either so 
exclusively as is customary.—Farmers 
Voice. 

How to Tell the Horse’s Age. 

A horse’s age is judged principally 
by the incisive teeth or “nippers,” of 
which there are six in each jaw, 
broad, thin and sharp in the colt, but 
with flat crowns marked in. the cen¬ 
ter by a hollow disk, in the horse. 
Figure 1 in the cut represents the 
milk set at the age of six. months. 
These milk teeth have grooves or fur¬ 
rows on their front surface, which 
disappear from the middle pair at the 
end of one year, from the next pair 
in two years, and from the outside 
pair in three years.

Ages of Horses by Their Teeth. 

At two and a half years the midd! 2 
pair of the milk set is replaced bv a 
permanent pair with deep black t- vi- 
ties, and full Sharp edge. At three, to 
three and one-half years, the next 
pair drop, and at four, to four and a 
half years, the two external incisors 
are lost. At five years the horse has 
his permanent set of teeth figure 2. 

The teeth grow In length as the 
ho:se becomes older, and are also 
worn away about one-twelfth of an 
inch every year, gradually defacing 
the pits as the teeth wear down to a 
level with their bottom. 

At six years old the black cavities 
disappear from the center pair of nip¬ 
pers, as is shown „y figure 3. At sev¬ 
en years the cavities of the next pair 
disappear, and at the age of eight 
years the corner teeth loose their cav¬ 
ities and the teeth then appear as 
shown by figure 4. | 

Wire Fencing for Hogs. 

About the best thing that has 
sl-uck the hog raiser in the past ten 
years Is woven wire fencing. When 
barb wire and boards were depended 
upon for fencing the hogs were for-, 
ever and eternally getting out just 
when it was most inconvenient, Now 
when pigs are shut up they stay. For 
the same money, too, much more 
ground can be fenced In than when 
wire and lumber were the cheapest 
and besides much less time is requir¬ 
ed to put up the strands,

How to Grow Mushrooms. 

Mix thoroughly three parts of horse 
manure, free from straw with one 
part of old pasture soil. Make a bed 
in the cellar "or anywhere that a tem¬ 
perature of 60 or 70 degrees can be 
maintained; make the bed of any 
shape or size desired. Have the com¬ 
post from eight to ten inches deep. 

' When the heat has subsided to about 
90 degrees plant pieces the size of 
hickory-nut, three inches deep and 
six to eight inches apart of the spawn, 
and press the compost compae' iy. 
After eight or ten days, cover the bed 
with two inches of loam and top of 
this with three or four inches of 
straw or hay, and smooth it down 
evenly. 

The mushrooms will appear in six 
or eight weeks if the temperature is 
right.

Money in Proper Care and Feeding 
j for Farmers. 

• One of the main reasons that more 
money is not made out of poultry is 
the careless way in which the chick¬ 
ens are treated. They aie looked upon 
as scavengers, -and as'a rule, they -go 
hungry. When the young chicks’ are 
Jed it is too often the case that in¬ 
stead of placing their feed on clean 
bpards where the chicks can easily 
get at it,- the feed is dumped down 
amid the dirt and refuse of the coop.

care should be taken that the house Is 
kept warm and has nearly a summer 
condition- as is possible without us¬ 
ing artificial heat. 

The perches should be regularly 
and thoroughly cleaned and oiled, the 
nests renewed and the house white¬ 
washed inside and out. Instead of a 
board floor on which trash is allowed 
to accumulate week after week, sev¬ 
eral inches of the earth should he re- 
amoved and replaced with sand, topped 
'with gravel. Plenty of cut green hone, 
charcoal or pounded glass or china 
dishes should be kept where it is ac¬ 
cessible to the poultry at all times. 
The most successful poultrymen pre¬ 
fer to feed grain at intervals through¬ 
out the day. The grain is fed in a 
litter of straw in order that the chick¬ 
ens may get the needed exercise in 
scratching for the grain. Skim milk 
should be given in abundance, as it 
contains one of the best protein foods. 
Chickens should be fed as regularly 
as' a work horse, the dog, or the 
ranchman himself. If the proper care 
Is exercised with the poultry it will 
soon be found that in proportion to 
the cost of keeping, the poultry will 
y.ir’d as much or more revenue as is 
realized from any other industry on 
the ranch. 

Good Housing Necessary. 

’.Cood housing adds to the-comfort 
and cheerfulness of the fowls; it con¬ 
ditions them bodily and subsequently 
sti: -.ulates the production of eggs at a 
time when eggs are in demand at a 
premium. Hot, highly seasoned, stim¬ 
ulating foods may contribute some¬ 
thing toward the production of bo-lily 
heat; which, is, of course, essential 
to the growth and development of the 
egg; but the natural, steady, even 
bqdily warmth is no longer present 
When the hot, stimulating mash is 
brought on, We must look to re¬ 
sources other than the pepper box if 
we would induce activity- in the action 
of the egg functions; it is the healthy 
action Induced by scratching and ex¬ 
ercising that properly diffuses bodily 
hfeat and causes the egg organs to 
.perform their natural work. 

Don’t Start Too u»rge. 

A- great-, many, failures result 
from, starting on too large ,a scale; it 
is better to be sure you can make it 
profitable in a small why before you 
attempt large things. After you are 
sure that you understand the bus'-mss 
in its details, you are ready to make 
a largfer business profitable. There is 
much in every industry that can be 
learned only by experience, and this 
■is especially true of poultry culture, 

Scratching Shed. 

The scratching shed is not an abso¬ 
lute necessity In connection with the 
roosting room, provided the poultry 
keeper numbers his 'flock proportion¬ 
ately to the size or capacity of the 
roosting apartment. It is well to ar¬ 
range curtains that can be dropped 
about the roost platform at night 
which protects the birds from 
draughts that are sure to exist at 
tJjtnes. The .poultry house need not be 
elaborate in design, nor expensive in ! 
construction; it should he built lr. a 
manner that will Insure warmth W’th- 

out artificial heat.

SOME THINGS I HAVE LEARNED. 

Address Before Nebraska Dairymen’s 
Association by J. A. Harris. 

That the dairy business can not be 
learned in one day, one month, or. one 
year, even if one does read all be^ can 
about the business. Reading about 
the dairy, and running the dairy are 
two different things. There are 
things we must practice, before we 
will learn them. Milking is one of 
the things; we become expert only by 
practice.

First—Always use as breeders tur¬ 
key hens over one year old. Be sure 
they are strong, healthy, and vigor¬ 
ous, and of good medium size, In no 
instance select the smaller ones, 
not strive to have them unnaturally

Second.—The male may be a year- 
ling or older. Do not imagine that 
the large overgrown males are the 
best. Strength, health, and vigor, 
with well-proportioned medium size 
are the main points of excellence. 

Third—Avoid close breeding. New 
blood is of vital importance to tur¬ 
keys. Better send a thousand miles 
for a new male than to risk the 
chances of inbreeding. Secure one in 
the fall so as to be assured of his| 
health and vigor prior to the breed¬ 
ing season.

To this demand, which 
comes in a large measure from the 
urban population, is to be added that 
of the farmer, who is wakening to the 
fact that good roads greatly increase 
the profits from his farm produce, 
and thus materially better bis condi¬ 
tion; and to the farmer, indeed, we 
must look for any real improvement 
in our country roads. { 

In considering the comparative val¬ 
ues of different rocks for road build¬ 
ing, it must be taken for granted in 
all cases that the road is properly 
laid out, constructed, and maintained. 

In most cases the selection of ma¬ 
terial for road making is determined 
more by its cheapness and conveni¬ 
ence of location than by any prop¬ 
erties it may possess. But when we 
consider the number of roads all over 
our country which are bad from ne¬ 
glect and from obsolete methods of 
maintenance that would be much im¬ 
proved by the use of any rock, too 
much care can not be used in select¬ 
ing the proper material when good 
roads are desired at the lowest cost. 
"When macadam roads are first intro¬ 
duced into a district they are at worst 
so' far superior to the old earth roads 
that the question Is rarely asked, 
whether, if another material had been 
used, better roads would not have

If a road is bad, the exact trouble 
must first be ascertained before the 
proper remedy can be applied. If the 
surface, of a macadam road continues 
to be too muddy or dusty after the 
necessary drainage precautions have 
been followed, then the rock of which 
it is constructed lacks sufficient hard¬ 
ness or toughness to meet the traffic 
to which it is subjected. If, on the 
contrary, the fine binding material of 
the surface is carried off by wind and 
rain and is not replaced by the wear 
of the coarser fragments, the surface 
stones will soon loosen and allow

Garden. 

“A man of many parts” is a popu¬ 
lar description of the colonial secre- 
tary. x 

Politically this may be true, but in 
a general sense it would be more cor¬ 
rect to say that he divides his time 
and attention between two - things— 
the affairs of state and the gardens 
and conservatories of Highbury. For 
the past ten years it can fairly truth¬ 
fully be said of him that when not 
in “the House” be has been in the 
garden. 

-There is no doubt that when not 
engaged with the worries of the em¬ 
pire Mr. Chamberlain thinks of little 
else but his orchids and his gardens, 
and for some years he has been en¬ 
gaged upon the none too e as y task of 
making the later as famous as his 
orchids. Scarcely a day passes during 
the recess ' but the colonial secretary 
spends many hours in: bis gardens al¬ 
tering and making additions. 

During the present recess he has 
commenced a very important addition, 
and it is characteristic of Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain’s wonderful capacity for work 
and fertility of ideas that in the lay¬ 
ing-out of his gardens he never copies 
any one’s idea, but thinks out a new 
design, and then, carrying.the scheme 
in- his -mind, he has the work carried 
out under- his- eye in a systematic 
manner. 

The new garden will be near the 
lodge and at. the extreme end of the 
existing ornamental gardens. Passing 
through the rock Alpine and Italian 
gardens, one is struck by the wealth 
of bloom, which gives them a bright 
and gay appearance even in this dull 
season, and visitors to Highbury Will 
also notice an interesting addition 
quite apart from the more pretentious 
scheme. ’ • 

This is a Dutch garden, which is 
situated to the-right of the represen¬ 
tation of the beauties of sunny Italy. 
This is surrounded by a hedge of hol¬ 
ly, and is in three divisions—one sec¬ 
tion being' - ’-devoted to narcissi, all 
choice varieties, a second to tulips, 
and the third to all the- best and choic¬ 
est species of iris. 

For the purposes of the new gar¬ 
den a piiece of ground one acre to an 
acre and a half in extent has been 
taken in from the park. The first in¬ 
troduction was a patch of bamboos, 
comprising something like twenty 
varieties, and as one or two of the 
beds at one end have been planted, it 
is possible even , now to get sqpae 
idea of bow beautiful will be the pic¬ 
ture when completed.—London Ex¬ 
press.
